ARTICLE BY JOHN DUMOGA ENTITLED "SHOULD KISSINGER BE 
SACRIFICED FOR INDO-CHINA" SAID: 

"THE SIMPLICISTS OF AMERICA ARE WRINGING THEIR HANDS, 

COMPLAINING THAT NO ONE WILL BELIEVE AMERICA AGAIN BECAUSE

AND SOUTH VIETNAM." 
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
